WRIGHT, MASTER OF 
FLYING IN AMERICA 


Federal Court Decision Gives 
- Otville Control of Heavier- » 
Than-Air Machines. 


The ‘Wright . brothers. wera again 
halléd yesterday as the pioneer inventors 
in aviation and their patent. was up- 
held by the United States CircuitCourt 
of Appeals in the suit that the Wright 
Company brought against ‘the Herring- 
Curtiss Company. The judgment of 
Judge Hazel in the Federal ‘District 
Court in favor of the Wright Company 
was. sustained, and this gives: theycom- 
pany control of all flying in héavier- 
than-air machines in this country. Sim- 
ilar-suits have been brought in other 
countries. 

The suit was begun in 1909. inBuf- 
falo,, when Wilbur and Orville “Wright 
sought to restrain Glenn Curtiss and 
his associates from manufacturing and 
selling ‘their machines on tk® gfound 
that ‘they were. essentially imfringments 
on their own inventions. The contest 
turned upon the’ailerons, or the mov- 
able tips to the planes, by which the 
balance of the machines was main- 
tained in, the air. They were fastened 
to. the rudder in ‘such a way that they 
moved .with the rudder, and it was this 
part of the mechahkism at the Wright 
brothers said was thej own. 

In its--answer the -Herring-Curtiss 
Company. asserted: that the Wright pat- 
ent was invalid. The defendants said 
that the Wrights had acknowledged 
that: the inclined or ourved planes and 
forward and rear attachments were old, 
and that Curtiss had evolved an entirely 
different method of maintaining the 
balance. Heavier-than-air machines, 
they said, had been patented by Maxim 
long before the Wrights began their 
experiments, 

Judge Hazel, however, decided in fa- 
vor of the Wrights, andthe Herring- 
Curtiss Company appealed. Judges La- 
dombes Coxe, and Ward have: now. dis- 
In doing so théy 
said in part: 

“We are fully in-accord -with the rea- 
soning by ‘which. Judge Hazel reached 
the. conclusion that the patent In: suit 
is a walid one and that the! patenteés 
may fairly ‘be considered pioneers in the 
practical art of flying with heavier- 
than-air machines. -

B,;. with 120. souls aboard, . which ‘was 
reported by wireless this. morning as 
stranded on the treacherous ledges» at 
Brier Island, near the mouth of the 
0004 Bay of Fundy. No trace of the steamer 
has been found. At 9:40 A. M. the 
stranded ship~ was in commniunication 
with-Sable Island, but since then not 
a word has been heard of her. ah 

The wireless stations have flashed out 
repeated calls, but have received no re- 
sponse.. The steamer \J.-L. Cann, dis- 
patched from Westport, made». com- 
plete. circle of Brier Island; but -saw 
nothing of the Cobequid,- or ,of> any 
wreckage. A. heavy snewstorm. is8 pre- 
vailing, with zero temperature and.a 
gale of wind, over the. Bay _of -Fundy, 
and this has added greatly to the alarm. 
Other searching steamers have failed to 
find any trace.of the ship. 

It-'was, before dawn today.that the 
first wireless cry for help came from 
the ‘Cobequid. .A few hours later came 
the ‘final flicker of her radio, saying 
the ship. was filling. 

The Cobequid, in command of Capt. 
Hawson, was completing her/first round 
trip over the St. John-West Indies route. 
She: had ‘a crew of 102°men, a number

"Dr. Edward Charles Spitzka, the 
noted neurologist, anatomist and alien- 
“4st, who has been ill for some time of 
necrosis of the upper jaw, died suddenly 
yesterday morning of apoplexy at his 
‘home, 66 Hast Seventy-third Street, at 
the age of 61 years.. Dr, Spitzka was

at once sent to his son, Dr. Edward A. 

Spitzka, who lives in Philadelphia, by 
Mrs. Spitzka, and he reached this city 
shortly before 11 o’¢lock. 

“Father died in my arms at 11:10 
,o’clock.in the morning,’”’ he said. ‘‘ He 
had’ been very ill and had been operated 
on four times for necrosis of the jaw, 
but his death came as a great shock to 
us: Hevhad never suffered from apo- 
plexy before.” 

For many years 
recognized as an authority in “mental 
diseases and as a specialist in the 
branches of the science of medicine 
dealing principally with the nervous 
system. He was one of the scientists 
selected to witness — execution 
by electricity in New York State—that 
of William.

hasizing that Coenties Reef was in the 
Hirect line of the proposed new Brooklyn 
subway, Mayor Mitchel told the com- 
mittee that ‘f provision for ‘the reef’s 
remoyal were not made at once blasting 
the reef after the completion of the 
subway tunnel might menace the sub- 
way and traffic through it. 

The case as presented by Mayor 
Mitchel and other members of the dele- 
gation seemed to appeal strongly to the 
members of the committee, and when 
Mr. Mitchel ‘left the stand Chairman 
Sparkman said:

Attempts Were Made to Keep 
Him -in America. 


EVEN CHARGED WITH THEFT 


Frisco Lawyer Agrees to a: Judgs 
ment for Millionaire for Whom 
He Was Appointed Guardian.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Walter Mc-) 
Creery to-day won an ‘action in the 
series that he is bringing before the 
High Courts to establish his sanity 
and his right to certain big estates in 
England and America. Proceedings 
have already been instituted in Amer- 
ica for the revocation of the Callfor- 
nian court's order, with a view to the 
restoration of his estate in that State, 

To-day’s proceedings came before 
Mr. Justice Joyce in the Chancery 
Court 4n the form of a motion to re- 
strain A. A. McPike, a San Francisco 
lawyer who was appointed McCreery’s 
guardian, from parting with certain 
furniture taken from McCreery’s resi- 
dence, Bilton Park, near Rugby. 

McCreery’s counsel said his client’s. 
father, A. B. McCreéry, emigrated to 
America from. Ireland when . young 
and amassed a huge fortune there, but 
never became a citizen of the. United 
States, Walter McCreery was born in 
‘Switzerland, and was therefore a Brit- 
ish subject. 

Mr. McPike, said counsel, was ap- 
pointed the plaintiff's guardian in San 
Francisco, and certain events led to 
McCreery being put in a sanitarium 
in California,...He escaped, notwith- 
standing efforts to detain him by war- 
rants and charges, which, said coun- 
sel, were unfounded. .One warrant 
charged himwith stealing a horse, @ 
purely imaginary offense, and was is- 
sued for the purpose of getting him 
detained at an American port. 

Counsel for McPike interrupted that 
this was not true. 

McCreery’s cotinsel continued that 
McCreery came to England and found 
his Rugby house cleared of furniture. 
McPike first heard.of these proceed- 
ings in December; when in Chicago. 
Since then McPiké had been in Lon- 
don, and, counsel understood, he -was 
prepared to make a satisfactory end- 
ing of the matter in ‘dispute.

Practically all 
the banks which had not already taken 
‘action definitely decided to join the new 
Federal reserve system now in process 
of organization undef the Currency act. 
In some instances the compulsory fea- 
ture of the law, which lies in the pro- 
vision. regulating the carrying of re- 
serves as reserve agents, forced this 
action. 

Most. of the State banks are reserv- 
ing action until they see how the new 
system works. One of the large trust 
companies, the Central Trust of [ilinois, 
has already announced its intention to 
enter the new system, and ‘its stock- 
holders authorized the Directors to take 
the necessary legal ‘steps to apply. - 

Similar action was taken by the. Con- 


tinental and Commercial National and 
the First National Bar Bank stockholders.

Friedman and. O'Brien testified that 
Swirskey hiréd thefm to go to -the 
Royal’s stable and give flaxseed pills 
containing arsenic to the nine hofses. 
They all died. Friedman gaid that -he 
got $100 for the job. According to the 
testimony, Kalhofer was present when 
the arrangements were made, and 
Swirskey was the go-béetween.

THE CALAMITY IN JAPAN. 

While the earlier reports of the tre- 
mendous loss of life caused by the 
eruption of Sakura-jima lack verifi- 
cation, and may be exaggerated, there 
is no doubt that Japan has been af- 
flicted by a terrible calamity, perhaps 
one of the most appalling the world 
has ever known. The Island of Sa- 
Kura, where the volcano is sithated, 
had a population variously estimated 
at from 15,000 to 25,000, while the 
mainland city of Kagoshima, upon 
which the ashes and molten lava 
fell, had 60,000. Earthquakes have 
devastated a large part of the neigh- 
boring territory, while the terrific 
force of the volcanic eruption carried 
the rain of ashes as far as Nagasaki, 
ninety miles away. 

Relief will be needed by many thou- 
sands of survivors, as towns and cities 
have been ruined and miles of land 
under cultivation destroyed. We have 
no doubt that measures for practical 
relief will quickly be taken here, and 
that they will be on a scale commen- 
surate with the sympathy Americans 
have with Japan and her afflicted 
people. 


M’LEAN’S PLEA OF GUILTY. 

Admitting that he indorsed a check 
of a corporation as a contribution to 
the Democratic State Committee’s 
campaign fund, its Treasurer, AR- 
THUR A. McLean, has pleaded guilty 
to a, violation of the law. . Mr. 
McLean did not know that the law 
prohibiting such contributions was on 
the statute books—that it had been 
there since 1906. Doubtless other 
campaign managers were apprised of 
its existence by the criminal proceed- 
ing against Mr. McLean. On the rec- 
ommendation of District Attorney 
WuitmMan, Supreme Court Justice 
Dayis has suspended sentence in his 
case. 

The law against receiving campaign 
contributions from corporations was 
written for a specific purpose. An 
abuse had grown up of which the 
people of this State have had suf- 
ficient examples in the revelations of 
wholesale blackmailing of contractors 
fon the State highways and canals, 
The disclosures of the Sulzer trial, 
also, have contributed tothe public 
consciousness of the abuse. | 

In future no committee official of 
@ party can plead for a suspension of 
sentence because of ignorgnce of this 
provision of the State law. They all 
know that in future campaign funds 
must be raised without corporate aid. 











TOO MUCH MONEY. 

In all probability we are now wit- 
nessing the last illustration of what 
the country has struggled under as 
the effect of a bad currency system. 
The object lesson is all the more strik- 
ing because it occurs at.the same time 
as an illustration of what we may ex- 
pect under the new system, i¢. expec- 
tations are realized. Last Saturday 
the New York banks reported an. in- 
crease of cash of $28,091,000, and yes- 
terday exports of. $2,000,000 gold were 
reported. The loss of gold is less im- 
portant than the manner in which we 
lose it. The money which came into 
the New York banks is of the sort 
they are accustomed to burn by the 
bale when it has done its’ work in 
countries which have real banks. For 
example, the circulation of the Bank 
of Germany decreased for the same 
Week 290,381,000 marks, and notes to 
that amount disappeared. We do: not 
know what would happen in Germany 
if ft had to find a use for so much of 
idle “‘ money.” When we are sur 
feited with it we put it into security 
speculation, or we export gold, which 
is something different from burnin iz 
banknotes.

The Bank of Germany 
destroyed 290,381,000 marks of notes. 
because only Shortly ‘efore in a 
single week it had created 551,136,000 
marks for the purpose of carrying the 
country over the year end. Under 
our system we cannot get currency 
when we want it, and cannot get rid 
of it when its usefulness is past. It is 
true that at the New Year our na- 
tional bank notes were at their max- 
imum, $757,842,961, but there is in 
that total a double absurdity. Ttie 
maximum was reached in a moderate 
crop year, and at a time of declining 
trade. Yet the increase for the 
month was less than a million,, and 
for the year was a small fraction of 
what Germany is able to supply it- 
self with in a week, and to get rid of 
as easily and quickly. 

We use the domestic currency to 
force out gold for the use of those 
who know its utility, while we legis- 
late to give the functions of the bank- 
ing metal to a debt. The mischief of 
this uncivilized practice is that “it 
confuses our foreign as well as our 
domestic trade. We “both gain and 
lose gold contrary to natural deduc- 
tions from trade relations. We lose 
gold when we have an apparent right 
to draw it, and we take it with al- 
most burglarious violence. and in 
quantities which disturb our friends. 
Happily, the end of such barbarous 
finance seems in sight, and it will be 
a happy day if hereafter our banks 
work as smoothly as those of 
* abroad.” The conditions described, 
it should be remembered, are the 
creations of statute, yet are imputed 
to Wall Street for original sin. It is 
worth mentioning at a time when 
whacking Wall Street is an excuse 
for deforming the new banking sys- 
tem into something less excellent 
than it might be but for a prejudice 
against New York created by the 
operation: of law. 








HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 

The plan of harbor improvement, 
for which favorable consideration by 
the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors was asked yesterday by 2 
delegation including Mayor MITCcHEL, 
the Dock Commissioner, and other 
representative New Yorkers, has 
been approved by the Army Engineers 
and was strongly urged. upon the at- 
tention of Congress last month by 
Gov. GLYNN. The first appropriation 
asked for is $500,000, and -the total 
cost of the whole scheme will be 
about $15,000,000. There are ‘no two 
opinions among New York merchants 
and others interested in the main- 
tenance of the city’s commercial 
supremacy as to the urgent need of 
the improvement. . The passage of 
Representative GouLDEN’s bill provid- 
ing for the first appropriation early 
in the session is desirable, as with 
that amount work can be begun on 
the widening of the East River chan- 
nel. 

The project comprehends a .channel 
35 feet deep from the Upper Bay. to 
Long Island Sound, with a depth of 
30 feet at all the wharves on both 
sides. of the East River as far north 
as Queensboro Bridge; the widen- 
ing of the Hell Gate passage and the 
-construction of a channel 300 feet 
wide and 18 feet deep through the 
Harlem or Bronx Kills. Shoals and 
reefs are to be removed in the river, 
and eventually the Ship channel in the 
Upper. Bay is to be greatly widened 
and improved. No project likely to 
be ‘brought in this session before 
this traditionally active Congressional 
Committee is nearly so important as 
this. The. improvement of New 
York Harbor is the whole nation’s 
concern. 








A NEW MEXICAN CRISIS. 

The gravity of the Mexican gitua- 
tion, so far as it concerns the United 
States, is measurably increased by the 
announcement that. interest will not 
be paid on the internal and external 
'loans. .Gen. Huerta has not adopted 
the fatal plan of President JuarEz of 
sugpending all payments on foreign 
debts for a specified term. The only 
announcement is that the January in- 
terest will not be paid. This includes 
the coupons of the consolidated ex- 
ternal 5 per cent. loan, amounting to 
$113,500,000, as well as the consoli- 
dated internal 3 per cent. silver bonds, 
amounting to about $44,000,000. These 
and most of the other Mexican debts 
are held largely in the United States, 
England, Canada, France, and Ger- 
many. The failure of JuaREz in 1861 
to meet foreign obligations led to the 
invasion of Mexico by the French and 
the ‘establishment of the empire of 
MAXIMILIAN, There is no Louis Na- 
PoLEON in Europe now, and the United 
States has no prodigious war on hand 
to monopolize the attention of its Gov- 
ernment, But the protests by their 
citizens against the non-payment of 
interest are not likely to be disregard- 
ed by European Governments, though 
the disposition to rely on the judg- 
ment of President Witson may post- 
pone action. ;

in Mexico. Even, if he had been “rec: 
ognized,” HvuEsta’s borrowing capacity 
might not. have been: large. He has 
not conducted himself in a way to jus- 
tify the confidence of the world’s 
financiers. 





JOINT INCOME TAX RETURNS. 

Necessarily every official document 
issyed in connection with the income 
tax raises fresh points of contention. 
The lawyers will not really get in their 
fine work until the tax returns are 
due, March 1. At the present time it 
is the taxpayers who are working 
overtime on their returns, just as the 
tax collectors against their wills—the 
withholders at the source—were simi- 
larly industrious when the first col- 
lections were made, At the present 
time there is no point of more general 
interest than that regarding the in- 
comes and the taxes of husbands. and 
wives. On this point “form 1,040” 
contributes a new. word, about which 
more will be heard. Under “ Instruc- 
tions” may be found the following: 

When husband and wife live together 
they shall be allowed jointly a total 

exemption of only $4,000 on their ag- 

gregate income. They may make a joint 
return, both subscribing thereto, or, 
if they have separate incomes, they 
may make separate returns; but in no 
case shall they jointly claim more than 
$4,000 exemption on their: aggregate 
income, 

. The new word is “joint.” The law 
does not use it in connection with .the 
income tax which is to be collected 
from each taxable individual, nor in 
connection with the exemption allowed 
husbands and wives living together. 
Either of them may claim an exemp- 
tion of $1,000 in addition to the $3,000 
exemption allowed each taxable per- 
son, but the $1,000 may not be claimed 
twice. The law contemplates the pos- 
sibility that husbands and wives may 
have separate incomes, but does not 
provide for the statement of such “in- 
comes together or jointly. If either 
the husband or the wife is to claim 
the additional $1,000 of exemption it 
must be deducted from the “ aggre- 
gate ” incomes, which necessarily must 
be added: together to claim the exemp- 
tion. But the law contains no refer- 
ence to a “joint” return, and it does 
specifically provide for separate re- 
turns from “each of said persons,” 
that is, each taxable person. A wife 
cannot be taxable separately unless 
she has an income of * $3,000, and no 
individual with a smaller income is 
compelled to make a return. Obviously 
a husband cannot be compelled to 
make a return for a wife’s separate 
income. There is no reason for him 
to do so unless-he wishes to claim the 
$1,000 additional exemption. 

It would seem to follow that if the 
husband or the wife is willing to fore- 
go the $1,000 exemption neither can 
be compelled to return the taxable in- 
come of the other. It would seem to 
be easy for them to adjust their in- 
comes up to $6,000 so that neither need 
make a return. That would be a bet- 
ter exemption than the claim of the 
additional $1,000 on a “ joint” income 
of $4,000. The same deduction may 
be obtained by the husbands and wives 
separating.

The psychologist who undertook.to ex- 
plain the mental processes which led to 
the riots will have a somewhat difficult 
task. “Had the thousands who hurried 
to apply for positions fought among 
themselves for first opportunity to pre- 
sent their claims‘ or qualifications for 
the highly desirable employment which 
Mr. Forp offered, that would have been 
lamentable, but not. mysterious. But 
the thronging applicants seem promptly 
to have developed a sort of solidarity 
+a readiness, if not to co-operate in 
getting what they all wanted, at least to 
unite in showing resentment of failure 
to get it. 

Their common desire apparently devel- 
oped into a feeling that they all had 
something like a right to the newly cre- 
ated positions, and that the refusal of 
them was a wrong or grievance worthy 
of instant. and severe punishment.

He 
is, of course, sound in declaring that be- 
tween the buying and the influencing of 
votes by the expenditure of money the 
difference is not,-in a last analysis, es- 
sential. 

But differences other than essential do 
count, sometimes for a good deal, and 
it certainly marks a great advance that, 
however it may be as to the collection of 
campaign funds, their spending has come 
to be for the mest part what is called 
legitimate. Though probably as many 
votes as ever are offered for sale, pur- 
chasers have retired from the market 
because they have no trustworthy means 
of compelling delivery or of knowing 
that it has been made. The up-to-date 
corruptionist collects all he can from 
candidates, partisans, and contractors, 
and puts as much as he dares in his own 
pocket. The rest he spends on cam- 
paign trimmings and embroideries. These 
last are harmful.chiefly as excusing the 
collections. 

Mr. - WHITMAN advised that all really 
necessary election expenses be paid by 
the State, and that all others be forbid- 
den. The experiment has-been made in 
several parts of the West, with results 
that as yet, at least, have not led to the 
political miliennium or excited any great 
amount of popular enthusiasm. The 
plan works well enough, however, and 
we may come to it in -time. Nobody 
takes parades and red fire and banners 
very sériously, nowadays, but oratory 
still has its charm, and it takes money 
to hire halls. It is true, but useless, to 
say that arguments are better presented 
in print. More people will listen than 
will read,, and candidates have to re- 
member that the newspapers will rarely 
print except for pay a campaign essay 
which has not first been read or. recited 
beforé an audience. 


HOTEL LIQUOR LICENSES 


Should Cost Not Less 7 Less Than’ Licenses 
‘ for Saloons. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

I “have read the article in THe Timms of 
Tuesday about the advisability of high licenses 
for large hotels, recommended by Excise Com- 
missioner Farley. I am ‘quite in accord with 
this. recommendation. Some years ago I 
stated that hotels should pay licenses in pro- 
portion to their size, arid that they should be 
permitte@® to sell liquor to the traveling pub- 
lic patronizing their eéstablishments. twenty- 
four hours of each day, other than Sundays, 
and then only in their restaurants, and that 
their public bats should be closed on Sundays. 

I think that saloons -should not pay a 
higher tax than hotels. Hotels possess and 
assume more privileges than saloons in the 
Sale of liquor. No man in the saloon and 
liquor business should be. penalized. The 
saloon should never pay a higher license than 
a hotel. Tho proposition that the sale of 
wines and liquors in a hotel is merely inci- 
dental is nonsensical. Attempt'to deprive any 
first-class hotel in New York of the privi- 
lege of selling wines and spirits d there 
would be a terrific outcry by the hotelkeep-

How Would Government Ascertain 
Income Devoted to Display? 


T'o the E.litor of The New York Times: 

I note that Mr. Victor Morawetz sug- 
gests that the income tax law recently 
enaéted should be replaced by one 
which lays a tax on that income only 
which is used for maintaining unpfoduc- 
tive consumers. He mentions servants 
as being in that class of consumers. 

Now it is certain that a tax imposed in 
accordance with the number of servants 
kept by an individual would shift ex- 
traordinarily from year: to year, and 
could not be levied equitably. It is an 
unjust measure of income and as im- 
practicable as gauging a man’s revenue 
by the number of dogs he keeps. One 
employing fivé servants may have, and 
often has, an income ten times as large 
as another who is able to engage a

Would Federal Law Trench on Po- 
lice Powers of States? 


To ihe Editor of The New York Times: 

I note in a recent issue of Tum TIMES a 
report to the effect that Senator Kenyon 
has introduced into the Senate a bill designed 
to exclude from interstate transportation 
goods manufactured by child labor. I be- 
lieve this is the second attempt that has been 
made to pass a bill of this nature, Mr. Bey- 
erjldge having introduced a similar bill. some 
time ago. 

There can be no question of the desirability, 
and indeed social necessity, of such legisla- 
tion. But J believe the bill as introduced 
by Senator Kenyon to be unconstitutional,

My perfectly calm and absolutely non- 
resistant statemerit was that I would 
not assist the Government,of Pennsyl-

while it violated the fundaniental prin- 
ciple of the National Constitut which 
guarantees to every, State a republican 
‘form of government; which places the 
source of. r in the people, as a 
whole, .and not in “any Segregated or 
self-appointed fraction of the people; 
which forbids any State to create spe- 
cial privileges or the denial of equal 
ts' to any citizen. So long as the 
State of Pennsylvania, by my disfran+ 
chisement and that of all women, repu- 
diates the fundamental law, I bélieve it 
is treason’ against the National Gov- 
ernment voluntarily to aid it in thus vio- 
lating the ‘supreme law of the land.” 

There was no word in my statement 

which could be construed into a refusal 
to pay any oF every tax that is imposed. 
upon me. I have always paid -my taxes, 
but never without protesting against the 
tyranny and. injustice of it. I will do 
so again; but IT refused to aid the Gov- 
ernment. to impose a personal tax by 
making out a specific bill of my posses- 
sions in order to assist it to impose this 
tax upon me. 
The law upon this subject ig perfectly 
clear, even though unjust. It states 
that, ifthe person refuses to fill out the 
bill, the assessor will do so: In declin- 
ing I violated no law, but I sthted a 
principle. If there is any militancy in- 
volved it is the militancy of ‘the Gov- 
ernment, not mine. * 

I am, and always have been, wnalter- 
ably opposed to militancy, believing that 
nothing of permanent value has ever 
been secured by it which could not have 
been more easily obtained by peaceful 
méthods. Even if I were not on princi- 
ple opposed to militancy, as I am, I 
would be opposed to suff resort · 
ing to it, on the mere basis of bad 
policy. I do not believe there is any 
good to be derived from militancy in‘the 
suffrage movement. It is bad tactics, 
and would do more to retard the move- 
ment in this, and I believe in any other 
country than any ‘organized foxce of 
anti-suffragists possibly could. 

I am opposed to all forms of militancy 
on the part of suffragists and on the 
part of non-suffragists, who ar® the 
only militants we have had in this coun- 
try, as was manifested in Wall Street, 
New York; in. Tennessee at the recent 
State Convention, and on March 3 last 
in Washington.

| Stocks and Bonds Continue to| 2" 


improve—Gold Sent to 
France; Its Effects. 


Further indteations. were afforded in 
the’ stock market ‘yesterday that ‘the 
underlying tendency is toward improve- 
ment, According’ to ‘many ’ observers 
thig is true not only. of the financial 
but also of the commercial world. Al- 
ready the steel trade seems to have 
turned upward: from the depression. into 
which it recently declined, and this 
may very ‘reasonably be taken as a sug- 
gestion of what is already happening or 
what may soon be expected in many 
other lines. Sources of probable ir- 
regularity in the record of business and 
of the stock market are perceived, but 
it is noteworthy that an increasing num- 
ber are finding fresh grounds for en- 
couragement. “The ‘striking betterment 
which began to.manifest itself in the 
first few days of the new year in the 
investment market is being maintained, 
and this is in several ways a more note- 
worthy development than the upward 
drift which has been shown by stocks. 
The latter, however, is in keeping with 
the lines along ‘which business and 
financial sentiment has lately been 
formulated wherein is a change for the 
better ‘which: is by no means the least 
of the favorable developments of recent 
days. 

There was begun yesterday a gold ex- 
port movement to Paris which may con- 
tribute in no small measure to a lessen- 
ing of tension in a quarter which of all 
the great financial. markets has so far 
been the least responsive to the general 
tendencies making for improvement in 
the monetary position. It was be- 
lieved that special inducements were 
being offered by the French market to 
attract gold from New York, as was 
done a year ago, when Paris became the 
beneficiary of a gold export movement 
from New York which went on inter- 
ruptedly during the first six or seven 
months of last year., France is taking 
gold becauge it needs it more than any 
other market, and the gold is going from 
New York because ours is the market 
best able to spare it. In view of the 
redundant reserve position here the loss 
of. gold ‘would have to run to a larger 
figure than any which is now suggested 
to prove the source of any embarrass- 
ment. And while we are losing gold to 
France we are gaining it from Canada. 
The inflow from the latter quarter may 
well: prove slower than the outward 
mov t to France, but as the account

quarters. that:.one’ resiilt “of the estab- 
lishment of the new banking and cur- 
rency system would be to cause large 
exports of the precious metal. It is not 
necessary, however, to look to the new 
banking law for an explanation of the 
movement which is now underway to 
France. Thatt is sufficiently accounted 
for by French necessities, which are in 
nowise related to our financial legisla-

A Check to Industrial Financing. 

The brief and disastrous careers of 
several manufacturing companies which 
were taken up by the New York bank- 
ing houses when the craze for ex- 
pansion was on, are responsible for 4 
decision on the’ part of some of the 
bankers to leave this kind of financing 
strictly alone in the future. Firms 
which have been manifestly successful 
in financing railroad, public utility and 
industrial companies whose shares were 
listed and which had been long enough 
in business to become thoroughly set+ 
tled, have come to grief in. the pro- 
motion of new manufacturing compa- 
nies and combinations. A few years 
ago a man who had a small mill that 
was a factor in the textile trade was 
approached several times with a propo- 
sition to sel] out for stock in a com- 
bination which was expected to close 
up all of the independent mills. He 
refused, and has made a good profit 
each year, although the combination 
has - been wrecked by its overhead 
charges. The bankers knew the financ- 
ing end, but they were short on knowl- 
edge of the textile business.

Steel Trust Cuts Down Accidents. 

In reviewing the last year and preced- 
ing years of its work, the Bureau of 
Safety of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration says that since 1906, $6,000,000 
has been spent, and it is felt that those 
accidents for which the employer is 
responsible have been eliminated large- 
ly. ‘An analysis of the causes of ac- 
cidents,’’ says the report of the bureau, 
which was issued yesterday, “ shows 
that a large proportion of them are due 
to the carelessness of workmen. In an 
endeayor. to eliminate these accidents a 
very active cdmpaign df education: was 
started by all the subsidiary companies 
some time ago. -Enitertainments are 
given at the different plants or mines. 
Unsafe practices are shown in contrast 
with the proper and safe method of 
doing work. Motion pictures and lan- 
tern slides. are employed, and are re- 
lieved by music and other things of 
an entertaining character. Twenty-one 
such entertainments were given by one 
company last year. Another company, 


in conjunction with a Public . Service 


Company, entertained at different 
times some 8,000 school children. They 
saw. moving pictures illustrating the 
dangers of the street and of their play.’’

An Old Phrase Revived. 

That favorite expression of the Street, 
“a creeping bull market,” was heard 
yesterday after so long an interval that 
it had been considered almost obsolete. 
For a session in which the turnover of 
stocks was well below 800,000 shares, 
prices were considered to have given a 
good account of themselves, No effort 
was apparent to put up the more prom- 
inent speculative issues, and floor trad- 
ers evidently thought that they could 
make ‘more money by turning attention 
to some of the low-priced industrial 
stocks, While the issues which usually 
take the lead were neglected, they were 
not allowed to-run counter to the oth- 
ers and tagged along with fair net 
gains.
